The strength of Brigham Young’s 
character broke the tide of apostacy 
arising from the very leaders of the 
Church. There were in it no less than 
four of the Twelve Apostles, several 
of the ‘‘ witnesses of the Book of 
Mormon,” and many influential El- 
ders. To this day it has been a won 
der among “‘ gentile” writers that the 
Prophet dared to excommunicate 80 
many of his first Elders at one grand 
sweep. It means that Joseph and 
Brigham, ‘‘ with the Lord on their 
side,” were equal to anything. The 
part that Brigham Young acted then, 
made bim the successor.of Joseph 
Smith. 

About this time Brigbam's oousins, 
Levi and Willard Richards, arrived in 
Willard, having read the 
Book of Mormon, came to enquire 
further concerning the book. His 
cousin invited him to make his home 
at his house during his investigation, 
which he did, and was baptized on the 
last day of the year 1836, in the pre- 
sence of Heber C. Kimball and others, 
who had spent the afternoon cutting 
the ice to prepare for the ceremony. 
Willard Richards became one of the 
greatest men of the Church. 

On the first of June, 1837, Brig- 
ham’s birthday, there were a few mis 
sionaries appointed to England, under 
the direction of Heber C. Kimball and 
Orson Hyde of the Twelve. Heber 
was very anxious that President Young 
should also go, but Joseph said he 
should keep Brigham at home with 
him. This was a sacrifice to the man 
who had so well earned the right ‘‘ to 
unlock the dispensation” to foreign 
nations; but the moment was too 
critical for him to be spared. Before 
the mission to England started, Willard 
Richards was added to the number 
appointed. It is scarcely necessary to 
say that the opening of the mission to 
Great Britain has proved to be one of 
the most important events in the his 
tory of the Mormon Church. 

policy of keeping Brigham home 
‘was soon apparent. On the morning 
of December 22d,” he says, ‘‘I left 


Kirtland in consequence of the fury 
of the mob, and the spirit that pre- 
vailed in the apostates, who threatened 
to destroy me because I would pro- 
claim, publicly and that 
knew, by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
that Joseph Smith was a Prophet of 
the Most High God, and had not 
transgressed and fallen as apostates 
declared.” ‘ 

The Prophet and Sidney Rigdon 
also fled and joined Brigham at Dub- 
lin, Indiana, where Joseph made 
enquiry concerning a job at cutting 
and sawing wood, after which he came 
and said: ‘‘ Brother Brigham, I am 
destitute of means to pursue my 
journey, and as you are one of the 

welve Apostles, who hold the keys of 
the kingdom in all the world, I believe 
I shall throw myself upon you, aad 
look to you for counsel in this case.” 

At first,” says Brigham, I could 
hardly believe Joseph was in earnest, 
but on his assuring me he was, I said 
‘If you will take my counsel, it will 
be that you rest yourself, and be as- 
sured, brother Joseph, you shall have 
plenty of money to pursue your jour- 
ney.’ ” 

A providential sale of a tavern, 
owned bya brother Tomlinson, brought 
the Prophet a gift of three bundred 
dollars, and he proceeded on his jour- 
ney. 

After a variety of incidents, Joseph 
and Brigham found themselves toge- 
ther in the Far West, but the Mis- 
sourians soon commenced again to stir 
up the mob spirit, riding from neigh- 
burhood to neighborhood, — 
flaming speeches, priests taking | 
in the crusade. This brought the 
exterminating army of Governor 
Boggs, under Generals Lucas and 
Clark, to drive the Mormons en masse 
out of Missouri. 

Some of the mob were 
Indians. Gillum, their leader, was 
painted in a similar manner. He 
styled himself the Delaware chief.” 
Afterwards he, and the rest of the 
mob, claimed and obtained pay, as 
militia, from the State. 

Many of the Mormons were wounded 
and murdered by the army, and several 
women were ravished to death. ‘I 


saw,” says Brigham, ‘‘ brother Joseph 
Smith, Sidney Rigdon, Parley P. Pratt,

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Lyman Wight and George W. Robinson 
delivered up by Colonel Hinkle to 
General Lucas, but expected they 
would have returned to the city that 
evening or the next morning, accord. 
ing to agreement, and the pledge of 
the sacred honor of the officers that 
they should be allowed to do so, but 
they did not so return. The next 
morning General Lucas demanded and 
took away the arms of the militia of 
Caldwell County (Brigham refused to 
give up his arms), assuring them that 
they should be protected ; but as soon 


as they obtained possession of the 


arms, they commenced their ravages 
by plundering the citizens of their 
bedding, clothing, money, wearing 
apparel, and everything of value they 
could Jay their hands upon, and also 
attemp'ed to violate the chastity of 
the women in the presence of their 
husbands and friends. The soldiers 
shot duwn our oxen, cows, hogs and 
fowls at our own doors, taking part 
away aud leaving the rest to rot in the 
street. They also turned their horses 
into our fields of corn.” 

At this time General Clark delivered 
his noted speech. He said : 

“GENTLEMEN: You whose names 
are not attached to this list of names, 
will now have the privilege of going to 
your fielis and of providing corn, 
wood, etc., for your families. Those 
that are uow taken will go from this 
to prison, be tried, and receive the due 
demerit f their crimes; but you, ex- 
cept such as charges may hereafter be 
preferred against, are at liberty, as 
soon as the troops are removed that 
now guard the place, which I shall 
cause to be done immediately. 

It now devolves upon you to fulfill 
the treaty that you have entered into, 
the leading items of which [ shall now 
lay before you. The first requires that 
your leading men be given up to be 
tried according to law; this you have 
complied with. The second is, that 
you deliver up your arms; this has 
also been attended to. The third is, 
that yon sign over your properties to 
defray the expense that has been in- 
curred un your accuunt ; this you have 
also done. Another article remains 
for you to comply with, and that is 
that you leave the State forthwith. 
And whatever may be your feelings 


concerning this, or whatever your in- 
nocence is, it is nothing to me. Gene- 
ral Lucas, whose military rank is equal 
with mive, has made this treaty with 
you; I approve of it. I should have 
done the same had I been here, and 
am, therefore, determined to see it 
executed. 

The character of this State has suf- 
fered almost beyond redemption, from 
the character, conduct and influence 
you have exerted ; and we deem it an 
act of justice to restore her character 
by every proper means. | 

The order of the Governor to me 
was, that you should be exterminated, 
and not allowed to remain in the State. 
And had not your leaders been given 
up, and the terms of the treaty com- 
plied with, before this time your fam- 
ilies would have been destroyed and 
your houses in ashes. 

„There is a discretionary power 
vested in my hands, which, consider- 
ing your circumstances, I shall exer- 
cise for a season. You are indebted 
to me for this clemency. I do not say 
that you shall go now, but you must 
not think of staying here another sea- 
son, or of putting in crops; for the 
moment you do this the citizens will 
be upon you, and if I am called here 
again in case of your non-compliance 
with the treaty made, do not think that 
I shall act as I have done now. You 
need not expect any mercy, but exter- 
mination, for I am determined that 
the Governor's order shall be executed, 

As for your leaders, do not think, 
do not imagine fora moment, do not 
let it enter into your minds that they 
will be delivered and restored to you 
again, for their fate is fixed, the die is 
cast, their doom is sealed. 

„Jam sorry, gentlemen, to see so 
many apparently intelligent men found 
in the situation that you are ; and oh! 
if I could but invoke that great spirit 
of the unknown God to rest upon and 
deliver you from that awful chain of 
superstition, and liberate you from 
those fettera of fanaticism with which 
you are bound—that you might no 
longer do homage to man! 
would advise you to sca ter 
abroad, and never again organize 
yourselves with Bishops, Priests, eto, 
lest yon excite the jealousies of the 
people and subject yourselves to the

— 2 no given or. baptismal 
name has been in all ages throughout 
Christendom more common than John; 
certainly none has undergone a greater 
number of transformations, The ori- 
ginal Hebrew form, as given in our 
version of the Old Testament, is 
Johanan, interpreted to mean the 
grace of the Lord, but this combina. 
tion of letters is far from giving a 
correct idea of the Hebrew pronun 
ciation. Probably the Armenian 
form, Yohanna, will enable us to come 
nearer the original pronunciation, In 
the Greek Testament the name is 
written Joannes, in Latin Juhannes 
(the aspirate being expressed by 4 
mere accent in the Greek). In modern 
languages I have observed the name 
under the following forins. Doubtless 
other languages will supply other 
variations: 

English, John, Jack; German, 
Johann, Hans ; French, Jean; Spa- 
nish, Juan; Italian, Giovanni, Giaoni; 
Dutch, Johau, Jan; Russian, Ivan or 
Iwan; Gaelic, Ian, perhaps Evan; 
Welsh, Ioan.

Jeannette, Gianna, Hanne, eto. 

In number of transformations, James 
is not far below John. Few would 
imagine at first sight that James and 
Jacob are the same name. In the 
Greek Testament Joannes and Jacobus 
are the sons of Zebedee. The Italians 
corrupted the latter to Giacomo, or 
lacomo, whence, probably, our James. 
The Spanish write it Jago, and the 
French Jacques, or Jaques, whence, . 
probably, our abbreviation Jack 
which we have applied to Jobn instead 
of James. According to Walter Scott, 
among the Scotch Highlanders, James 
is Hamish, in which we find but a 
single letter of the original Jacob, the 
supplanter.

mon names assume : 

William, Wilbelm, Guillaume, Guli- 
elmo; Charles, Karl, Carlo, Carolus; 
Lewis, — Louis, Ludovico ;

THE ‘PRIESTHOOD OF GOD.” 
‘ 
** This man (Jesus) hath an unchangeable Priesthood.”—Heb. vii, 24. 
God hath sent some in the Church, first Apostles,” etc.—1 Cor. xii, 28. 


A BaBB in knowledge might understand that a system like the Gospel, which 
consists of ordinances and organization, must have within itself all that could 
be needed for its existence, and for an existence of order, in consonance with 
its origin and character. If ordinances were important, it was necessary to 
know who should officiate ; if organization was necessary, it was equally so that 
the powers of each officer should be defined, that there might be no collision in 
regard to duty, or that in the event of such collision, a method might exist 
througb which serious consequences could be averted ; the varied duties of 
such an organization would seem to imply graded labor, thus would encroach- 
ments be avoided, and responsibility maintained ; this order constituted a 
** Priesthood,” or delegated authority, which was the guarantee of superior 
official sanction, and certain recognition for all its acts. It is not surprising 
that this should be manifest in the ‘‘ meridian of time,” it had been the 
essential genius of the acknowledged people of God under what is called the 
„Mosaic dispensation,” and surely when that was superseded by a more 
glorious one, none would expect its interests to be left either to chance, or to 
unprincipled or selfish pretenders. Earthly governments, men’s churches, 
all use precautions for the effectual administration of their affairs, and it would 
tax men’s credulity to believe that God would do otherwise, were it not for the 
force of tradition, and the far too oft repeated assertion, that all such authority 
vanished from among mankind with the Apostolic age. 

The very pertinent query, How shall they hear without a preacher,” 
(Rom. x, 14,) is an inevitable but easily answered one, but the following inter- 
rogation meets with quite a different reception from every creed, and almost 
every man, How shall they preach except they be sent?” (Rom. x, 15.) 
Many run without this, they are unsent, consequently unrecognized, no so- 
called official act or administration of theirs can be valid; others profess to be 
sent by somefintuition or impression; and thousands of professed ministers 
among the denominations of Christendom, having received the historic docu- 
ments authorizing ancient men, ‘‘ Go ye into all the world and preach,” (Mark 
xvi, 15,) have with presumptuous audacity jumped to the conclusion that they 
are each one, separately and individually, the persons to whom this referred ; 
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this would among men, and with their institutions, be visited with all the 
penalties which belong to that special crime ;—penalties have been inflicted in 
the economy and government of the Almighty, as may be discovered on refer- 
ence—Uzziah, king of Israel, was smitten with leprosy for officiating in the 
Priest’s office without authority. (2 Chron. xxvi, 16.) Uzzah also was smitten 
of the Lord and died, because, not being a Priest, be essayed to steady the 
Ark of the Lord. (2 Sam. vi, 3.) Other examples might be adduced to 
demonstrate the importance of legitimate authority, and the consequences of 
unauthorized assumption. This view, no doubt, prevailed with Paul, who 
wrote, No man taketh (or should take) this bonor to himself, but he that is 
called of God as was Aaron,” (Heb. v, 4,) and Jesus expressly declared when 
speaking to bis Apostles, ‘‘ Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you” (John xv, 16); to show that this conferred authority, he further 
said, ‘‘ Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth, shall be bound in heaven ; whatso- 
ever ye shall loose on earth, shall be loosed in heaven” (Matt. xviii, 18); also, 
‘* Whosesvever sins ye remit, they are remitted ; and whosesoever sins ye retain, 
they are retained.” (John xx, 23.) All this was amply provided for and ful- 
filled on that great Pentecostal day when Peter invited those on whom the 
spirit of repentance fell, to be ‘* baptized for the remission of sins.” This was 
the method, delegated authority gave it efficacy, none need ‘doubt but that all 
the conditions being good, the blessing was beyond controversy. 

The Gospel—with its ordinarces ; the Church—with its organization; the 
Priesthood—with its authority, thus becomes a three fold cord” which can- 
not be broken, conjointly forming the machinery of salvation, devised in the 
heavens, the secret of the Almighty, given to man as a revelation; it is the 
science of government, the application of the infinite to the finite, ‘‘ the king- 
dom of God on the earth ;” this is the Everlasting Gospel,“ it belongs to the 
eternities of the past, and reaches through the eternities of the future; it has 
been given to man upon the earth many times during his history ; it was in- 
troduced to ancient Israel by Moses, and also preached unto Abraham ; Jesus 
gave his life to its elucidation, and confirmed it by his death, but it was rejected 
of men in its several dispensations; yet Prophets and holy men anticipated 
“the dispensation of the fullness of times” (Eph. i, 10), and that sublime 
vision of ‘‘ another angel flying in the midst of heaven, having the Everlasting 
Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth” (Rev. xiv, 8), comforted 
the Apostle on the Isle of Patmos, when suffering persecution aud banishment 
for the testimony of Jesus ;’ his experience of the ravages of apostacy, and 
the testimony of the Spirit, that ‘‘the man child (or authority) was caught up 
unto God and his throne” (Rev. xii, 5), was supplemented by the revelation 
of its restoration, with all its accessories as given by its author, Jesus, when 
as ‘‘God manifest in the flesh.” 


The Holy Catholic Church points with arrogance to an unbroken chain of 


Priesthood reaching through the mists of ages to the first Apostles ; that she 
has antiquity cannot be denied, but that she is not in possession of The 
Priesthood” may be established, on reference te the ancient record from which 
we have so largely quoted; her ordinances and organisation are not those of the 
Gospel, this is unchangeable, hence with changed ordinances, the blessings are 


neutralized, and if this is done by professed authority, its claim to recognition 
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is vitiated and destroyed; Apostolic succession becomes a myth, then that 
which gave it an existence is suspended or discontinued, hence those who trace 
their authority to that channel must also share the same fate, their authority 
is void. 

The great hosts of sectarianism disclaim the idea of Priesthood, they declare 
that it only was given as an authoritative element special and peculiar to the 
primitive Church, all such self-convicted intruders may be of course ignored, 
for if they had been called and sent, no power, influence, or prejudice could 
swerve them from their allegiance and trust ; others who seem to claim some 
species of indefinite authority, can just as easily demonstrate their position ; 
if they are in possession of the primitive ordinances, but are without the 
primitive organization they are equally at fault with the others, there is a flaw 
which no ‘‘untempered mortar” can ever cement or fill,“ God hath set some 
in the Church, first Apostles, secondarily Prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healing, helps, governments, diversities of tongues ;” 
(1 Cor. xii, 28), it may be safely concluded that a Church without this organi- 
zation, these officers and characteristics, cannot be the Church of God or Jesus 
Christ ; and it is because the churches of Christendom are without these officers, 
etc., that division, contention, and indecision reigns over the religious world, 
men have forsaken the fountain of living waters, and hewed them out cis- 
terns, broken cisterns, that can hold no water; (Jer. ii, 13) in, and prior to 
the nineteenth century, men have committed the same two evils” which the 
Lord said had been committed by ancient Israel. 

Now if the religious world but knew the day of their visitation” they would 
listen to the conusel of the Lord, Stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask 
for the old paths, where is the good way, walk therein and ye sball find rest for 
your souls.” (Jer. vi, 16); this would be consistent with professed honor for 
God, with professed reverence for Jesus, with professed anxiety for souls; many 
might have to vacate their present positions, and lose their present popularity, 
but the Gospel not only gives the promise of the-life that now is, but of the 
life which is to come.” (Tim. iv, 8). This would raise an impenetrable bar- 
rier against scepticism, against indifference, ayainst error ; the buildings which 
have been erected by religious zeal for men’s creeds, men’s notions, and men’s 
authority, could be dedicated to a divine and God-given Gospel, to the fulfill - 
ment of a more sublime destiny, crowded with the congregations of the Saints 
of the Most High God, the obedient subjects of His order and covenant, 
the active members of His Church, controlled by His Priesthood, heaven would 
come to earth, error would hide its party-colored standard while the white flag 
of Truth would float before the nations, the emblem of the Government and 
Kingdom of God. 

A Kingdom without officers, or officers without authority; ordinances with- 
out recognized administrators, or a system without appointed preachers, is but 
like the mirage of the desert, approach its magnificent prophecy, it fades to 
shadow, which also disappears; combined they are but as a rope of sand, 
breaking, dividing, scattering, God's Gospel, God's Church, God's Priesthood, 
are the rod of iron which is to rule all nations,“ (Rev. xii, 5)—it leads 
from earth to the celestial glory, the same,—in each locality, a rule which is 
legitimate, a rule beyond controversy, a rule and kingdom, which shall break 
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in pieces all other kingdoms, and stand for ever! (Dan. ii, 44). After this 
manner therefore, pray, ye”: ‘‘ Our Father which art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name; thy kingdom come, thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven“ 
(Matt. vi, 9, 10). | H. W. N. 


The public prints have been universal in their notice of the execution of John 
D. Lee in Southern Utah, for his connection with what is known as the ‘‘Moun- 
tain Meadows” Massacre of some twenty years ago; a great variety of com- 
ments have been made in regard to the matter, mainly noticeable for general 
lack of information as to the circumstances then, and efforts since, for bringing 
those who took an active part to justice, others are quite intemperate in their 
denunciations of the entire community upon whose borders the event occurred, 
it has been urged that measures should be taken to punish nine-tenths of those 
now residing in that Territory, who have given no more countenance, took no 
more part, and had no more sympathy with the criminals, than these who dwelt 
there when the event occurred; some papers have sought to create an hostile 
public opinion against believers in what is called ‘‘ Mormonism” in England, 
as if they too must share the odium which really belongs to so few, that but 
one, after twenty years of effort, made by many who were most unscrupulous 
has been brought to conviction ; a good many persons and papers have de- 
nounced the character of President Brigham Young, and have even gone so 
far as to charge bim with many things, which really only should be mentioned 
after a fair arraignment and conviction, this betrays an amount of prejudice” 
and illiberality, which is discreditable to the English press, and J venture to 
say foreign to the English character wb prides itself on its love for simple 
justice and fair-play, as an illustration, while the press were giving the par- 
ticulars of the so called confession of John D. Lee, the following emphatic 
denial was given by President Brigham Young, yet but few papers have taken 
the trouble to print it, and some are only doing so now, though both confession 
and denial were nearly simultaneous in the New York Herald, which in its 
issue of March 23rd says— . 

After receiving Lee’s confession, we telegraphed to Brigham Young, stating 
the substance of that part of it which implicates him, and offering to pubhsh 
whatever he might choose to say in ‘iy He accordingly sends the following 
brief despatch, which we print :--‘ St. George, Utah, March 22, 1877.—James 
Gordon Bennet, New York. Yours just received. If Lee has made a state- 
ment in his confession implicating me, as conveyed in your telegram of the 21st 
inst., it is utterly false. My course of life is too well known by thousands of 
honorable men for them to believe for one moment such an accusation. — 
BRIOHAM Youna.’” 

There is reproduced in the present issue of the Stak, an editorial from a 
paper published in Beaver City, Utab, (the place where the trial was held, and 
from wheuce the prisoner was taken to execution,) which as being from an ont- 
side source, should have some consideration from the uninformed and mis- 
informed of seven thousand miles away ; the members of the Church who live 
their religion understand the whole, and they need no testimony from any man 
as to the character of their President and people, or as to the character of their 
enemies ; they know that sin must pay its penalty, whether in the person of 
the one who has gone to his acconnt, or of any others who may violate the 
laws which they have covenanted to obey. | H. W. N.

Bishop J. Rowberry writes as follows from Birmingham :—‘‘ Bros. Judd 
and myself have returned from our Nortbampton tour and found the Saints in 
Norton, Northampton, Stanwick, Wellingsboro and Rusden generally rejoic- 
ing in the Gospel of salvation and doing all in their power preparing to emi- 
grate. We had excellent meetings with the Saints in the forenamed localities, 
and as there seems quite a spirit of enquiry, we think a good work will be done 
there.

We are not prepared 
to say that Lee did not tell all that he, 
himself, knew, but we are quite sure 
that he did not tell all that the public 
wanted to know, His statement did 
not satisfy anybody in Utah, and we 
opine that it will hardly meet the 
expectations of the two greatest 
sensational papers of this er any other 


age.

portions. Init he skulks and hides 
and appears to have but one motive in 
view, viz., the shielding of himself 
from the fierce indignation of the pub- 
lic. 

He did not kill anybody; he went 
to the Meadows with a view of re- 
straining the Indians, which he did 
for a number of days, when their 
savage natures getting full rein, they 
broke over all restraint and murdered 
the helpless emigrants. He knew 
nothing of any concerted plan on the 
part of the whites to murder the emi- 
grants. If there was any, Haight, 
Higbee, Klingensmith and others were 
the ringleaders. He held an inferior 
rank in the Utah Militia, and in all 
that he did, simply obeyed the orders 
of his superiors. 

Not only has Lee’s confession been 
most unsatisfactory for paucity of 
narration, but he has been contra- 
dictory in his general statements from 
the first, disgusting his own lawyers, 
and confusing the prosecution in search 
of the main threads of the deeply con- 
cealed plot. 

One particular statement he has 
adhered to from the first. He had 
at all times declared that Brigham 
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Young and the Church leaders had 
nothing to do with the massacre. 
His hopeful statement made at the 
time of his arrest and reiterated for 
several weeks, that he would place 
the saddle on the right horse, was 
found to refer solely to John NI. 
Higbee, who Lee said succeeded bim 
as major of the Iron County Mili. 
tia, some time before the massacre. 
Lee’s statement does not even reach 
Colonel Dame of the Nauvoo bat- 
talion. He knows nothing affecting 
any body higher in the Church than 
Haight and Klingensmith. The value 
of Lee’s statement accrues chiefly to 
the Church leaders whom it exonerates 
completely. 

Standing on the eve of the execu- 
tion after a searching investigation 
which has been prolonged for two 
years, not a jot or tittle of evidence 
has been elicited connecting the 
Mountain Meadows slaughter with 
Brigham Young or any leading Church 
official. Everything which Klingen- 
smith and Lee have told goes to prove 
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that the conspiracy was hatched at 
Cedar City. * * 

Lee has told 3 because he 
had nothing to tell. The country will 
be satisfied after the execution that he 
died with no secret in him affecting 
Brigham Young. If he held such a 
fearful lodgment, Attorney Howard 
would be in possession of it to day, 
and Lee’s sentence commuted. 

A few facts warrant our statements: 
John D. Lee was tried by a Mormon 
jury, who, on the testimony of Mor- 
mon witnesses, brought in their ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree. 
Years ago Young severed Lee from 
his Church, thus challenging the ex- 
position of any orders, written or 
otherwise, which he may have held 
from him as the head of the Church. 

The conviction of Lee by a Mor- 
mon jury and his silent execution, 
will be a receipt for Brigham Young 
for all time to come as against the 
massacre of the Arkansas emigrants.

From the Deseret News :— 


Muserau.—A complete set of maps, in Atlas form, have been added to the 


library of the Museum, by the courtesy of Lieut. George M. Wheeler, U. S. A. 
Central and Southern Utah. Restored outline of our former great Lake, when 
a large portion of this basin was covered with water, as indicated by the for- 
mer lake shores. It appears that Lake Bonneville, by which name the old lake 
is designated in the map, extended from the extreme north of Cache Valley, 
to a point between Hebror and Iron City, on the south, ita boundaries on the 
east were the mountains of the Wasatch range, covering the site of Ogden, 
Balt Lake City, Lehi, Payson, Nephi and Juab Valley. On the west all the 
flats were covered, and the present mountain ranges, the Oquirrh, Cedar and 
Champlin ranges, were islands. The Beaver Creek range of mountains at that 
time extended as a peninsula into the lake, at a point west of Fillmore, at a 
distance of some twenty-five miles. The Great Salt Lake desert, now traversed 
by the locomotive on the C. P. P. R., was at that time entirely covered by water, 
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the present mountains on the west of the Lake being islands from Strong’s 
Knob to a point west of Black Rock. 


TANNERY.—The subject of establishing a co-operative ener | having been 
discussed in the Bishops’ meeting, Mr. John R. Winder, Bishops Thomas Taylor, 
Harrison Sperry, Messrs. Isaac Brockbank, and Theodore McKean were 
appointed a committee to take the necessary preliminary steps toward the for- 
warding of the object. We understand it is intended to seek the co operation 
of the people of the twenty Bishops’ Wards of the city, and to place the shares 
at such a figure as will put them within the reach of the great majority. This 
is a movement in the right direction. A large and successful tannery is the 
foundation of the manufacture of an article of immense home consumption, 
boots and shoes, and we hope the proposed enterprise will meet with the 
encouragement it deserves. If the tanning material that gro vs in such pro- 
fuse abundance in this region has the virtues claimed for it, and asser to 
have been demonstrated, we do not see why a tannery, properly conducted, 
need be otherwise than successful, the advantage over outside markets, in the 
matter of freight, being considerable.

The pieces exhibited 
Wednesday, were rich and palatable, but lacked the ingredients which give the 
mellow Cheshire the superiority. The Cooperation will improve upon the 
present article, and intend making the venture a permanent success. 


LanauaGe.—Professor T. B. Lewis’ lecture on the above subject, in the 20th
